suggestions 
appeared 
likely 
to 
bring together th » hostile factions. 
Congressional friends already had 
submitted to the President one such 
proposal, the nature of which was 
not disclosed. 
They had received 
no word, however, as to its recep­ 
tion. 
Some on both sides held that a 
likely basis for compromise would 
be a bill requiring 7 to 2 decisions 
by the Supreme Court to invalidate 
acts of congress. 
O ther proposals most frequently 
discussed were to cut the proposed 
expansion of the court down to two 
new Justices instead of a possible 
six, or to combine the court reor­ 
ganization bill with a constitutional 
amendment. 
Senate liberals said a compromise 
on a bill to require a 7 to 2 decision 
would pass the senate. 
The PreBi 
dent turned this down in early con­ 
versations with congressional lead­ 
ers on the theory th at It would re­ 
quire a constitutional amendm ent. 
Foes To Fight Any Increase 
Leading opponents of the Presi­ 
dent's program asserted they would 
not accept a proposal to Increase 
the size of the court in any form 
Nevertheless, some 
adm inistra­ 
tion supporters hoped that a com 
prom ise on two more justices might 
be evolved, especially after signing 
of the voluntary retirem ent bill. 
Senators George (D) of Georgia 
and Copeland (D) 
of 
New York 
criticized th e President’s program 
C c jm addresses last night. 
Sen. Black 
(D) of Alabama upheld it in a de­ 
bate with Rep. Brew ster (D) of 
Maine. 
Highlights of their argu­ 
m ents follow; 
George charged Mr. Roosevelt had 
repudiated 
loyal 
Democrats who 
had pledged in the 1936 platform 
th at no "short cuts” would be taken 
to solve social and economic prob­ 
lems. 
"W ithout warning.” he said, "the 
President has now demanded of the 
national 
legislature a subservient 
judiciary.” 
Copeland asserted independence 
of the Judiciary has 
been an out­ 
standing ch racteristic of American 
Democracy. 
"Thus far,” he said, "no m ajor po­ 
litical party has dared to go before 
the people on an issue making the 
courts subservient to the executive 
power.” 
Sees Court Blocking Policies 
Black, on the oth er hand, assert­ 
ed five Suprem e Court justices are 
paying "only lip service to the Con- 
ititution.” 
The court, he said, had 
blocked the "liberal” policies of the

LONDON, March I.—At least 19 
persons were dead today as one of 
the worst storm s in recent years 
lashed the British Isles, the coast 
of western Europe and north Afri­ 
ca. 
A gale reached 98 miles an hour 
at Holyhead, north Wales, and at 
numerous other points was greater 
than hurricane force of 75 miles an 
hour. 
The death toll in Britian reached 
12 over the week-end, with m ost of 
the fatalities resulting from expo­ 
sure and exhausting. Snow drifted 
20 feet deep in some sections, h alt­ 
ing transportation and com m unica­ 
tions and isolating many villages. 
Four persons were lost when a 
sailboat capsized 
off Casablanca, 
French Morocco.

agriculture to allot the estim ated

The act originally became law ai 
an am endm ent to the agricultural 
adjustm ent act.

These were the four who dissent* 
ed to the celebrated Supreme Court 
opinion upholding, In 
effect, 
the 
legislation. 
Th** opinion affirmed rulings b f 
the first circuit court of appeals 
and the M assachusetts federal dls- 
tric court that a contract for gold 
bullion would be paid off at Its face 
value 
in 
present-day 
revalued 
money. 
Power Company Plaintiff 
This constituted a defeat for the 
Holyoke. Mass., W ater Power Co., 
which sought to collect $28,874 addi­ 
tional from the American W riting 
Paper Co. of M assachusetts on ren­ 
tal contracts negotiated more than 
40 years ago for w ater power right* 
on the Connecticut river. 
The opinion quoted this from the 
celebrated 
gold decision: 
"Con­ 
tracts may create rights of property, 
but when contracts deal with a sub­ 
ject which lies within the control 
of the congress, they have a con­ 
genital infirmity." 
"To that congenital infirmity this 
covenant succumbs,” today's opinion 
concluded.

Lindbergh was kidnaped. On May 12 the 
body was found less than five miles from 
the Lindbergh estate near Hopewell, N. J. 


Five years before, on May 20 and 21, Col. 
Lindbergh, then an obscure young airplane 
pilot with a great ambition, had made the 
first n o n sto p flight 
from 
New 
York 
to 
Paris. 


Today, the aviator and his wife are In the 
far east on an extensive air tour, their first 
m ajor air 
adventure together for many 
years. They started the trip from England, 
Where they fled to escape what they felt 
was an unsatisfactory way of living forced 
upon them in the United States. 
The 
countrym en never have recovered 
fully from the shock they were given by Hie 
Lindbergh kidnaping. They feel today, five 
years after the tragedy, that somehow or 
other they were at fault, but cannot 
maka 
amends for the tragedy which struck so 
cruelly at the happiness of a man 
and 
woman who typified the best in America's 
younger generation. 
The Lindbergh saga, which has run from 
1927 to 1937, still can reach a happy end­ 
ing. On the fifth anniversary of Its tragic 
climax, that Is the hope of millions who 
unexpectedly discovered lo years ago

hero who could stand the test of time.

of earlier constitutions was 
upon the people and the latitude of power 
the restraint and repression they placed 
they allowed the rulers The crowning vir­ 
tue of our Constitution Is the restraint and 
the control it imposes upon the agents and 
the representatives of, and the liberty it 
allows to, the people.

Clearly enough we are now confronted by 
the issue w hether we shall change our w rit­ 
ten Constitution, lf at all, by the establish­ 
ed. orderly, open way, or whether we shall 
destroy it.

W hatever 
evicting or enjoining or indicting has to be 
done will have to be b r local authorities— 
governors, sheriffs, chiefs of police. 
Within 
the 
administration, 
of 
course, 
there are two views about the 
sltdown 
strike, those who think them illegal and 
those who recognize that sitdow-n strikes 
may be declared illegal but final opinion 
has been rendered on the subject bv a high 
court. 
M eanwhile the employer whose 
property 
is seized or the workman whose Job is 
stopped by the act of fellowr workman will 
have to seek redress through local govern­ 
ments. This, of course, is in line with the 
precedent* because employer and employs 
relations are considered wholly a m atter 
for state action except in the few instance* 
where interstate comm erce is clearly de­ 
fined as, for example, in the transportation 
business. 
T 
H E R E is a ground on which th# federal 
government m ight intervene if it de­ 
sired. That Is w’here a conspiracy is hatch­ 
ed across state lines to get a group 
of 
workmen to interfere with the processes 
of production. The Supreme Court of the 
United States, in the famous Coronado case, 
has held that any physical act* of interfer­ 
ence with the actual production or *hipment 
of good* could he regarded as a conspiracy 
in restraint of trade. 
But such a conspiracy is difficult to prove, 
a* is also the purpose of the strike. The 
w orkm en would contend that their purpose 
is not to prevent shipment Into in terstate 
commerce, but to prevent other workmen 
from taking their Jobs. W hether such a 
contention would be accepted by a court is 
som ething else. 
•I if any such case would 
ever he brought bv the federal authorities. 
This Is because the entire federal govern­ 
m ent at the m oment is dom inated by the 
view that labor w arfare is Justified and that 
neither the courts nor the federal d e p art­ 
m ent of Justice should be used to interfere 
even remotely with the right to strike. 
F 
*OR many years, labor unions have en 
Joyed exemption under the fed eral laws 
from being prosecuted for acts which would 
am ount to monopoly if practiced by corpora­ 
tion*. This exemption is due, of course, to 
the political power of the labor groups. 
Nor Is there much sympathy with the 
view to often expressed by citizens that 
the federal governm ent should take cogni 
/.anre of the sltdown strikes and put them 
down. The adm inistration point* to the fact 
that employers uniformly have objected to

Fiber Unpalatable To Dixie 


Pest Developed By Cross- 


Breeding With Okra 


By T h* Associated Press. 
UNION CITY, Okla., March I — 
Farm er J. A. Webb claimed today 
he had crossed okra with cotton to 
grow a plant the boll weevil won't 
touch. 
Webb 
said 
his 
plant 
has 
a 
stronger stalk, a greater resistance 
to drouth, longer lint and a flavor 
the weevil wouldn’t like. 
A state board of agriculture In­ 
spector 
agreed 
w i t h 
Webb’s 
claims. The farmer said an Ari­ 
zona cotton growers’ organization 
planned to grow the crossed plant 
on a large scale experimentally. 
“I found the plants were resist­ 
ing cotton wilt.” said Homer Mey­ 
ers, the board Inspector. 
Plant Resembles Okra 
“The crossed plant 
looked sur­ 
prisingly like the okra, which he 
had growing In rows nearby. 'While 
I w asn’t Inspecting the plants for 
boll weevil, I could find none of 
them.” 
Farm ers around Union City said 
Webb's 
experiments, 
begun 
in 
1929, had gained him considerable 
recognition. 
His 
crops 
wilted 
with 
the 
drouth, like those of his neigh­ 
bors. He was ready to quit. Theu 
he decided to experiment. 
In 1930 he stepped from his farm 
"laboratory” with a new variety of 
cotton plant—Webb’s purple cot­ 
ton. 
The 
plant, 
with 
purple-hued 
stocks, had larger bolls, and the 
lint was one and a third inches 
long instead of the usual { inch. 
Develops Longer Staple 
Three years later, Webb’s pur­ 
ple cotton was making one and a 
half bales to the acre and bringing 
a $6.50-a-bale premium. 
The state board of agriculture 
certified his purple cotton as 
a 
wilt-resisting variety. 
Webb continued his experiments, 
came out with another plant, the 
"sea 
island 
long 
staple,” 
which 
he said made two bales to the acre 
and stood up under drouth, frost 
and wind. 
And now he’s out to beat the 
weevil.

F arm ers around Union City said 
W ebb's 
experiments, 
begun 
In 
1929, had gained him considerable 
recognition. 
His 
crops 
wilted 
with 
the 
drouth, like those of his neigh­ 
bors. He was ready to quit. Then 
he decided to experiment. 
In 1930 he stepped from his farm 
“laboratory” with a new variety of 
cotton plant— W ebb's purple cot­ 
ton. 
The 
plant, 
with 
purple-hued 
stocks, had larger bolls, and the 
lint was one and a third Inches 
long instead of the usual I inch. 
Develops Longer Staple 
Three years later, W ebb’s p u r­ 
ple cotton was making one and a 
half bales to the acre and bringing 
a $6.50-a-bale premium. 
The state board of agriculture 
certified his purple cotton as 
a 
wilt-resisting variety. 
Webb continued his experiments, 
came out with another plant, the 
“sea 
island 
long 
staple,” 
which 
he said made two bales to the acre 
and stood up under drouth, frost 
and wind. 
And now h e’s out to beat the 
weevil.

a l n u t r i t i o n in infancy and 
early childhood la a stum b­ 
ling block to normal growth and 
development. I am glad to Bay this 
condition 1b much leas 
common 
than It used to be. But BometlmeB, 
In Bplte of every 
precaution, 
a 
child will become the victim of 
malnutrition. 
The term Is used. of course, to 
describe In a word the many symp- 
tomn of undernourishment. 
But 
even though the symptoms are not 
pronounced, malnutrition must be 
suspected when a child 
falls 
to 
gain weight. Likewise, It m ust be 
thought of lf the usual progress 
In growth or development Is not 
made, 
Its Symptoms 
The undernourlBhed child 
tires 
easily, la pale and listless, and has 
no desire to rom p and play like 
other children. In most Instances 
the young sufferer shows signB of 
nervous Irritability and has great 
difficulty In sleeping. 
There 
are 
dark circles under the eyes. Instead 
of making the usual gain in weight 
the child may steadily lose weight. 
The school child afflicted with 
this handicap is backward In his 
work, not making 
the 
expected 
progress. 
Backwardness In school 
work is often thought to be do to 
failure of mental capacity, when In 
reality It Is caused by undernour­ 
ish m en t 
If the physical develop 
ment Is lacking, we have another 
sign that must not be Ignored. 
Malnutrition la generally due lo 
a faulty diet. but occasionally it 
can be traced to some chronic in­ 
fection, such as diseased tonsils, 
nasal sinuses or adenoids. For this 
reason a complete medical examin­ 
ation should be given the child. 
All centers of Infection should he 
removed. Faulty eating habits, ir­ 
regular hours of sleep and lack of 
fresh air and sunshine are other 
factors that must not be over­ 
looked. 
Simple Diet Best 
The diet should be simple, varied 
and nutritious. 
It should 
contain 
an abundance of fresh fruits, vege­ 
tables, milk, cereals, cream, butter 
eggs and other foods rich in vita­ 
mins and minerals. 
The child should be encouraged 
to eat the im portant foods. This Is 
best accomplished by serving all 
Ms food In a tempting and appeal­ 
ing manner. Do not force the child 
to eat. Above all. never Insist that 
be eat foods that are Improperly 
prepared, 
tasteless 
and 
gritty. 
Such feeding is a short cut to de­ 
veloping violent dislikes for the 
valuable and necessary foods. 
If the child shows any of the 
sym ptoms of malnutrition, do not 
depend on a '‘tonic,” but 
consult 
with your doctor. Make sure that 
the symptoms are not due to some 
constitutional disorder. Your phy- 
slcian will advise you as to 
the 
best method of correcting this dis­ 
turbing condition.

has Its own postage stamps. 
In that time it has Issued quite a 
num ber of Interesting designs, two 
of which concentrated

portrait of Pope Plus XI. The moat 
recent was the horlsontal rectan­ 
gular format In the Issue of 1933. 
On 
four of the higher values, 
from I to 2.75-llre, the head of the 
Pope is placed In black and sur­ 
rounded 
by a 
highly 
decorative 
frame in varying colors. 
Previously the Pope appeared on 
the first Issue of 1929, again on the 
higher values, 80-centlslmi to 10- 
llre. These stam ps were smaller 
than the later Issue, about the site 
of a U. S. 2 cent. 
The 1933 stamps 
were approximately the m easure­ 
ment of a U. S, special delivery. 
In addition, the Pope's portrait 
also was used on the two values of 
the first special deliveries of 1929, 
it being placed to the left with 
the Inscription taking up the other 
half of the stamp. 
When a new 
special delivery Issue appeared In 
1833, it displayed an aerial view of 
Vatican City.

Vatican Stamps Total 83 
As the total of all types of Vati­ 
can stamps issued so far is 83, it la 
a rather easy country to collect. 
Besides, none has a catalog rating 
above $2.70, used or unused.

COLUMBUS, — An unorthodox 
"octagon house” put William E. 
Jacobs and 
the 
federal 
govern­ 
ment on opposite sides of a tax 
controversy. 
Constructed at a cost of $10,000, 
Jacobs said the house was “used as 
an experimental residence to at­ 
tempt to develop proper ventilation 
in a home without the aid of win­ 
dows, 
through the construction of 
ventilating passages through the 
walls.” 
Seeking 
to collect $2,379 as a 
federal income tax 
levy, the gov­ 
ernment replied:

O u tla ste d H is O p p on e n t 
He picked 1,472 birds jn seven 
hours, 45 minute while his closest 
competitor quit the race, exhaust­ 
ed, after cleaning 1,000 birds. Hau­ 
sen -raid he quit at 1,472 only be­ 
cause the committee in charge of 
the contest ran out of chickens. 
Hausen can pick chickens blind- 
foiled, handcuffed and wearing mit­ 
tens.

Extension For Filing Returns And Payment Of Taxes ^

I T is important that the taxpayer; 
render on or before the duedate. I 
which is March 15 if the return is 
filed on the calendar year basis, a 
return of income as nearly com­ 
plete and final as it Is possible for 
him to prepare. 
However, when 
by reason of illness, absence from 
home, inability to secure the neces­ 
sary data, or for other good and 
sufficient reason additional time is 
required, a reasonable extension of 
time may be 
granted.

tion should be made Th writing to 
the collector of internal revenue 
for the 
district In which the tax­ 
payer files his returns on or Defore 
the due date of the return, a full 
recital of the causes for the delay 
being given.

The Sunlit Road

jN the initial issue of The Daily 
I 
Morning Post of Pittsburgh, 
published Sept. IO, 1842, a copy of 
which is In possession of 
Mrs. 
Elmer McMillan, there appears an 
advertisement for the forthcoming 
almanac of Sanford C. Hill of East 
Liverpool, grandfather of Attorney 
Walter B. HIU. 
The almanac, for 1843, it was de­ 
clared, in the advertisement, had 
been arranged "upon a new 
and 
improved plan." It was also said 
that its computations would also 
serve for adjoining states without 
difference 
in 
calculations. 
The 
Pittsburgh agent for this publica­ 
tion at that time was Luke Loomis. 
The population 
of 
Pittsburgh 
during 1841, the newspaper report­ 
ed, was 21,115, slightly less than 
East Liverpool’s present population. 
The newspaper reported that the 
bridge across th*1 Monongahela riv­ 
er was paying four percent divi­ 
dends to the stockholders. Thomp­ 
son Hanna and James Turnbull of 
Steubenville 
had 
established 
a 
warehouse in Pittsburgh where as­ 
sorted glassware was sold by their 
agent, H. K. Reynolds. 
Messers. Brown & Maynard of 
that city carried a stock of lamps 
which were adapted to the use of 
lard oil. To prove that lard oil 
could be used for illumination pur­ 
poses, the company gave a list of 
churches, including tjie New Cum­ 
berland Presbyterian, which were 
obtaining satisfactory results with 
such oil.

The life of the only hippopotamus 
in Spain will probably be saved by 
the arrival of three van loads of 
hay at the Madrid Zoo from Alcala 
de Menaces, an agricultural center, 
past of the capital. 
The hippo is suffering from a 
strange skin disease, due to lack 
of hay, which is unobtainable here 
on account of the siege. 
The zoo’s pelican must be count­ 
ed among the casualties caused by 
Rebel General Franco’s siege of the, 
capital. 
The few pounds of fish 
ordinarily fed to the pelican are 
being reserved for the hospitals. 
The pelican was fed with gold fish 
from the lakes, but this fare proved 
disastrous. 
Vicente Tause, chief keeper of 
the Zoo, explained that his wards 
become terribly excited when shells 
or airplane bombs explode In the 
Betire Bark. where the Zoo Is lo­ 
cated.
